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1, On 27 April 1953, the qmrters of the AAA unit on Goethe Strasse in Tanger- 
muende housed only a guard detail, as the unit had left for the summer camp. 

Major Kharchenko (fnu) was identified as supply officer of the unit* On 27 
April, the engineer unit from the quarters on Stalingrad Strasse, Tangermuende , 
also departed for the summer camp* The unit was equipped with three-sectional 
medal pontoons and several trucks with hoisting gears* The unit was at Camp 
Bittkau in the summer of 1952.

Colonel Korolev (fnu) was identified as supply officer of the unit. 
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Comment. Th© troop quarters and locations in Tangermuende are not 
Known nere* and cannot be checked, as no pertinent material is available. 

So far, only a troop quarters northwest of the railroad station became 
known $ it was carried as quartering the 953d AAA Bn (US) of the 207th Mta 
Rifle Div and housing engineer equipment of the 33&th Engr Bn of the divi- 
sion.
